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ORDINANCE No. 41,408

AN ORDINANCE APPROPRIATING FUNDS FOR OPERATION OF

R-‘ THE CITY FOR FISCAL YEAR 2004-2005; IMPOSING OR
INCREASING CERTAIN TAXES OR FEES; AUTHORIZING A
SUPPLEMENT TO RETIREES; AND REGULATING  THE
PAYMENT OF MONEY FROM THE CITY TREASURY.

VWHEREAS, the City Manager, has submitted to the
Council a proposed annual budget for the Cty for the fiscal
year beginning July 1, 2004 and ending June 30, 2005 which has
been anended by the Council, and it is necessary to nake
appropriations sufficient to fund said budget and to regulate
t he paynent of noney fromthe Cty treasury; now, therefore,

BE | T ORDAINED by the Council of the Gty of Norfolk:

Section 1:- The anopbunts shown herein aggregating,

Section  2:- Unless otherwise specified by
Council, all taxes heretofore levied shall continue
fromyear to year

Section 3:- The salaries and wages set forth in
detail in said annual budget, including the City
Manager, as anended, for offices and positions which
are not enbraced within said conpensation plan are
her eby aut hori zed.

The positions, except where the nunber thereof is
not under the control of the Council, set forth in
said annual budget, as anended, shall be the nmaxi mum
nunber of positions authorized for the various
departnments, division, bureaus and funds of the City
during the fiscal year July 1, 2004 - June 30, 2005
and the nunber thereof shall not be changed during
said fiscal year unless authorized by the Council or
Cty Mnager pursuant to the Charter of the Gty of
Norfol k and the City Code.

Changes in personnel occurring during said fiscal
year in classifications enbraced within the GCity’s
conpensation plans shall be admnistered by the Gty
Manager in accordance with the regulations for the
adm ni stration of the plans.

In the event any personnel authorized in the
precedi ng year’s annual budget and appropriations are
notified of release due to a reduction in force,
reorgani zations or work force downsizing or the
staffing and organization redesign effort, such
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positions are hereby authorized to continue in

exi stence until such tinme as adopted procedures
relating to reductions in force or work force
downsi zi ng, or the staffing and organizational
redesign effort are conpleted and inplenented in
accordance with its terns and conditions. The City

Manager is hereby authorized to continue all benefits
and sal aries throughout the period of enploynent from
appropriated funds for the positions aforesaid,
notw thstanding that said positions may or may not
have been deleted in the departnental budget for the
fiscal year 2004-2005.

The Council reserves the right to change at any
time during said fiscal year the conpensation,
i ncludi ng pay supplenents for constitutional officers,
either before or after a change in basic salary is
made by the State Conpensation Board, and to abolish
any office or position provided for in said annual
budget, as anended, except such offices or positions
as it may be prohibited by law from abolishing. The
City Manager is authorized to make such rearrangenents
and reorgani zations  of positions and personnel
services funds between the several depart nents,
including funds naned therein, as may best neet the
uses and interests of the City.

No person shall acquire any vested interest in

any suppl enment payable under this section beyond those
actual ly paid.

Secti on 4: - That al | payment s from the
appropriations provided for in this ordinance,
i ncluding those from bal ances remaining on June 30,
2004, to the credit of appropriations for works,
i nprovenents or other objects which have not been
conpl et ed or abandoned, except t hose wor ks,
i nprovenents or other objects funded by Federal,
State, or other organi zational grants which are hereby
encunbered, shall be nade at such tine as the City
Manager nay direct, unless otherw se specified by the
Counci | . The Gty Manager is hereby authorized to
apply for grants and awards during the fiscal year
provided that adequate matching funds are in the
budget ; al | such grants are subject to the
appropriation of the Council once awarded. Any
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associ ated special project or grant funded positions
shall also be approved by the Cty Manager, subject to
ratification by the Council.

Section 5:- That within the several departnents,
funds and activities, there are hereby appropriated
sufficient amunts to cover the operation of al
I nternal Service Funds, including the Storehouse and
Fl eet Managenent . Charges for services assessed
agai nst said departnments, funds and activities by the
Internal Service Funds shall be accunulated in the
appropriate internal service fund and expended to
cover the operating costs of such funds as provided in
t he annual budget.

Section 6:- That the various anmounts appropriated
by this ordinance for the several groups, as set forth
in said annual budget, as anmended, are to be expended
for the purposes designated by said groups, provided,
however, that the Cty Mnager or a designee my
aut horize the transfers between account groups wthin
the sane departnent, fund or activity of the City and
a record of such transfers shall be naintained by the
Di rector of Finance.

The City Manager is authorized to transfer from
any departnent, fund or activity which has an excess
of funds appropriated for its use of the balance of
the fiscal year to any departnment, activity or fund
all or any part of such excess, or to cause such
transfers to be nmade; a record of all such transfers
shal | be maintained by the Director of Finance.

The City Manger shall provide to the Gty Counci
a md-year budget update. Such m d-year budget update
shall report the projected revenues and expenditures
estimates for the entire fiscal vyear, receipt of
unbudgeted revenues and other mmjor changes to the
adopt ed budget.

There is hereby authorized, in accordance wth
gui delines established by the Cty Mnger, t he
execution of warrants for the disbursenent of any cash
in banks credited to the City' s Corporate Account to
neet any properly authorized and approved paynent
chargeable to any account of the Cty.

Section 12:- That the Clerks of the Norfolk
Circuit Court, Ceneral District Court and Juvenile and
Donmestic Relations Court are hereby authorized to
collect a fee of $1.00 from each defendant convicted
of a felony, msdeneanor or traffic charge witten
under either the Gty Code or the Virginia Code to be
used to support the Norfolk Police Acadeny and
Training Division as permtted by state law.
